They state that 
OTHiTX? is looking into the question of retiring. SKDR2 feels that GIAJBKE 
may leave vhen AEERAUSR retires, and that iGTmTl' von't stay once GLOBKE 
leaves, vill consider retiring this year (at 60) and has looted into 

the question of hov much money he vill receive, but he intends t o va i t an d 
see vhat ’happens .this fall since he thinte there's a c h a nce that^OTELil 1 1 vill 
step. out'. 
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
